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CAN READERS BE 
PRODUCED HERE? 


Premier Says Government Will Give 
Bonus to'Any. Alberta Firm 
Which Will Print Them. 


Bulletin Special, 

Lethbridge, Aug. 25.—Premier Ruth- 
erford, who has been touring through 
Southern Alberta for the past fort- 
night, will return to the Capital about 
the end of the week. A few nights 
ago, addressing a crowded meeting at 
Cardston, where the text-book ques- 
tion wos taken up, the Premier, stat- 
ing that he wanted to see all the 
money possible spent within the pro- 
vince, declared his government was 
Prepared to give a bonus to any Al- 
berta firm that would undertake the 
work of publishing text books, and 
come up to the same atandard as the 
contract with the Morang Company 
set forth. 


During this driving tour through 
Southern Alberta, for the past two 
weeks the newspapers have been 


echoing the warm greeting with which 
the leader of the Government was 
everywhere received, The Premier 
set out to inform himself afresh upon 
conditions in the south. this being his 
third visit to sume points, 

To the people of thie end of the 
province, ivere familiar with Hon. 
Dr, Rutherford, his genuine interest 
in the welfore of (he people in gener- 
al, his wasm-heartedness and homely 
geniality, have quite endeared him. 
The south country is now learning 
thot something very good can come 
out of the north. The Premier is ac- 
companied on this tour by Hon, Mr, 
Finlay, minister of agriculture, 

At Cardston, where the Premier waa 
the gueet of J. W. Woolf, M.P.P.. he 
was driven through the district where 
now thousands of acres of fall wheat 
are being harvisted, Calls were made 
at many farmhouses: ,;and the party 
was driven through fields of wheat, It 
Was a superb eight in those immense 
wheatfields, bearing this year the 
finest crop ever produced, to see har- 
vesting at full swing, and in some 
Pleces the threshing operations turn- 
ing out a handsome yield 

“Others may have seen the equal of 
this, but [ never have,” the Premier 
said of some crops in the Cardston 
district, where this year all expecta- 
tions have been surpassed jn the 
bountiful yield, Cardston, Stirling, 
Raymond, Taber, Magrath and other 
points were visited and everywhere 
the avr was both surprised and 
delighted at the evidences of good, 
scientific’ farming in what people still 
popularly jegard as a ranching coun- 
try, and at the crichness of the crop 
itself. In one of J. W. Woolf's fields 
the vield is eighty bushels to the acre, 
At the Wells form near Stirling, one 
field containing thousands of bushels 
of fine wheat, is two miles wide by 
three long, Nearly 75 per cent. of the 
grain has been cut, and in «a few days 
the whole crop will be ripe enough to 
harvest, 

Straight Talk About Text Books, 

At each of the main noinis visited! 
public meetings had been arranged by 
local men to give everyone an oppor- 
tunity of meeting the premier, and in 
every ijustance the halls were crowd- 
ed. At Cardston a most enthusiastic 
meetIng was held, and it was here 
that the Premier gave some straight 
talk about text-books to his audience. 

The Premier, who takes a keen in- 
terest in every detail of the workings 
in the Education Department, of 
which he is the head, was asked by 
H.C. Phipps at Cardston: “Whether 
he would in the future insert a clause 
in the text book contract stating that 
the books should) be printed and 
bound in Canada?” 

To this the Premier replied: 

“Provided the work is as good. But 
T would go to Japan before 1 would 
uee such readers as are being used in 
Ontario, The Ontaric readers cost 40 
cents and sell for $1.15, making a pro- 
fit of 187 per cent, T would go any- 
where for books rather than put up 
with anything of this kind.” 

At an earlier point of the speech as 
reported by «a Lethbridge paper, the 
Premier said: 

‘One of the first steps in the inter. 
esty of education taken by the govern: 
ment was to look about for better text 
books, especially readers.” Although 
there were few text-book publishers in 
Canada all were asked to tend» for 
the new readers. Four or five tenders 
were received and samples supmitted, 
A committee of educationalists from 
Alberta and Saskatchewan was up- 
printed to select the readers, and this 
committee decided that the Morang 
& Coiipacy's veoaders were the most 
desirabse, The readers lad ulready 
ived a gold medal as an award in 


\ upetition with readers from the 
Dnited States, Great Britain and 
Canada 

The first issue, having to be done 


promptly, was published in New York 
in union shops. Future editions are 
to be published in Canada, — If pos- 
sible it would be desirable to have the 
books! published in Alberta or Sas 
katchewan, but there was no firm 
which ‘could do it yet, 

The Premier further stated that, as 
he would like to see the money speit 
in the province, his government was 
prepared to give a bonus jo any Alber- 
ta tirm that would undertake to do 
the work, and come up to the same 
standard as the contract with the 
Morang Company demanded, 

The Premier's tulk upon the much- 
discussed text-book question was frank 
and hit the mark, Its statements evi- 
dently commended it to the reasoning 
of his audience, for it was throughout 
marked with applause, and the south- 
ern papers comment favorably on it.

OTTAWA'S CANDIDATES. ° 


Conservatives Nominate Dr. Chabot 
and Thos. Birkett—Nominations 
Elsewhure. 


Ottawa, Aug. 25-—At the largest Con- 
servative convention ever held in Ot- 
tawa tonight Dr. Chabot was nominat- 
ed for the Federal house by acelama- 
tion and Thomas Birkett, ex-M.P., 
sulecied on the first vote. The figures 
were Birkett 450, P. D. Ross 160, Fred 
Cook 140. 

The nomination was made unanim- 
ous and both candidates volunteered 
their heartiest support to the nonrinees 
of the convention. The only feeling 
shown by the casaditlates came from 
Birkett, who suggested that he, being 
a nativé of Ottawa and Cook being 
an Englishman, had a better right to 
the nomination. Cogk, in reply, said 
that he had lived longer in Canada 
than England and that any man who 
became a good citizen of the Domin- 
jon had a right to ask for the sul- 
frages of the people.

Ottawa, Aug. 26.—-The government 
will not be able to definitely decide on 
the date of the general election for 
some time yet, pending a report as 
to the promptness with which the 
revision and printifig of the voters’ 
lists, ete., is being carried on, Every 
effort is being made to facilitate the 
work of completing the multifarious 
details involved in getting the ma- 
chinery of the Election law ready to 
put into operation, and it is probable 
that everything will be in readiness 
for polling by the last week in Octob- 
er or the first week in November, 

In Carleton County, some of the 
local Conservatives are speculating on 
the possibility that R, L. Borden, the 
present representative of the constitu. 
ency in the Commons, will decide to 
again contest his old seat at Halifax 
in an attempt to win back the pres- 
tige lost by his defeat in his home 
city at’the last general clection, Bor- 
den has as yef made no pronounce- 
ment on the question, and in conse- 
quence the party nominating conven 
tion for Carleton is beiug delayed, 

Meanwhilo some of the leading Con- 
servatives of the county are making it 
kuown that they are aspirants for the 
party nomination. Edward Kidd, ex- 
M.P., who gave up his seat in 1904 
to his defeated leader, is anxious to 
again represent the conétituency, but 
will bow to the wishes of Borden in 
the matter, Others who are looking 
for the nomination are Clatke Craig 
und Fred Henri, ex-wardens of the 
county. 

Borden, it is stated, would person- 
ally prefer to attempt the redemption 
of his old seat at Halifax, but advices 
from the party there are divided as to 
the wisdom of having him risk anoth- 
er defeat. 


FOUNDER OF FRANK DEAD. 
H, L. Frank, One Time Mavor of 
Butte and Prominent Politically. 


, Butte, Aug. 26—H. L. Frank, for the 
past 30 years one of the most promin- 
ent figures, politically and in a busi- 
ness way, and one of Butte’s most 
highly honored pioneers, died in. Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio. Announcement of his 
death came in a telegram to his broth- 
er, Louis Frank, and the latter left at 
onee to attend the obsequies, The 
cause of death was not made known 
in the telegram. 

H. L. Frank was born at Gallapolis, 
O., July 5, 1852, and was, therefore, 
at the time of his death 56 years old. 
He left the east ior Butte in 1878 and 
shortly atter his arrival in the big 
copper camp he engaged in the whole- 

| In 1895 he was 


sale liquor business. 
elected mayor of Butte and_ served 
two terms, declining a third term, 


He was a member of the constitutional 
convention and represented Silver Bow 
county the First and Secoiud Mon- 
tuna state legislatures. In 1901 he 
was a candidate with John Mace- 
Ginniss arid Walter Cooper for the 
United States senate. He reeeived all 
but three or four of the votes neces- 
sary to an election, and during a most 
dramatic scene in the session he plead- 
ed with his followers to cast4heir votes 
for Paris Gibson so that the deadlock 
might be broken. Paris Gibson was 
elected. 

During his lattr years he engaged 
in coal mining in Canada, and estab- 
lished the town of Frank, Alberta, 
near his properties. At the time of his 
death he was the owner of the South- 
ern Cros« gold mine near Anaconda, as 
well as considerable property in 
Butte

- Zia Bey added 
“It did not matter’ who was to be 
removed, Orders from Yildiz Kiosk 
were implicitly obeyed, and false re 
ports, from which there was no ap- 
peal, were submitted to the Sultan. 
The Porte was an administrative ma- 
chine which ceased to exist twenty- 
five years ago. All power was cen- 
tred at Yildiz Kiosk, 

“1 do not blame the Sultan or the 
chamberlains cntively. Their powers 
rested in a sort of working agreement 
which enabled the manipulation of 
the resources of the empire solely as 
private reveiie The Sultan has -t 
least fifteen million dollars invested 
in Germany, Austria yand France, 
which he received from’a heavy per- 
centage of the bribes paid by contrac- 
fors in war stores and in clothing for 
the army and navy.”

Hon. W. H. Cushing, minister ot 
pulvic works, returned to Edmonton 
Inet evening, after one of the most 


unique trips that has ever been made 
inte the north country. Other heads 
vf depar vents have pr ceeded as tar 
a8 Athubasea Landing, bat Mr, Cusn 
ing is the first minister of the crown 
who has toured the couatry away and 
Leyoud as far as the Peace River 
Crossing 

“T was given a hearty greeting 
everywhere { went,’ said Mr. Cushing 
to the Bulletin this morning. “The 
entire trip of 409 miles from Edmon- 
ton to the Peace River Crossing was 
replete with mafy pleasant —experi- 
ences both on the boats of the Nor- 
thern Navigation Gompany and on 
the overland portages. Almost every- 
thing that has been said about the 
Peace River country can be corrobor- 
ated, and on the other hand a great 
deal can be denied. 

Danger of Frost, 

“For instance,” said Mr. Cushing, 
“there are settlers | scattered all 
through the whole country, and some 
of thei have fine farms, demeonstrat- 
ing that wheat, fruits and all kinds of 
garden vegetables may be grown there, 
hut owing to the undeveloped condi- 
tion of the country very heavy frosts 
have been experienced during the 
sbeole ot August With the advance 
‘f civilization and the subsequent 
breaking up of the ii foresi 
areas, the country will become less 
amd less subject to frosts during the 
summer season, There will not be 
much progress in this direction until 
a railroad pierces that great country 
and enables the produce of the far 
mers to be marketed beyond the limits 
of the valleys,” 

“Where does settlement seem to be 
most progressive?’ Mr. Cushing was 
asked. 

“There are odd settlers all the way 
to the Landing,’’ replied Mr. Cushing, 
“but you do not see many beyond the 


Sturgeon River. <A great many are 
pushing into the country from the 
Landing to Lac La Bishe.”’ 

“Will your trip result in any im- 


mediate extension of public works ‘1 
the country,” asked the Bulletin 

“Not necessarily,” replied Mr. Cush- 
ing. “Ny trip was merely a tour of 
inspection, to see for myself what has 
already been done in the matter of 
roads and bridges, and to learn what 
the future needs of the country may 
be I found three weeks too short a 
time to do this satisfactorily, and I 
would like to spend three months jn 
the eountry I can say, however, 
that there is a great deal to be done 
in the proper time and season.” 

Settlements Prosperous. 

“T found the varivus settlements to 
be very prosperous and enjoyed the 
hospitality extended to me on every 
hand | visited the Prairie River 
Valley, where Allie Brick, the member 
for that constitueney, nas a splendid 
farm Several meetings were held 
in the course of the trip, one at Lesser 
Slave Lake and at the Landing, where 
a banquet was tendered me.

SOCIALISM THE 
PANACEA OF ILLS 


Kier Hardie, Addresses Big Labor 
-Gathering in Moritréal—Advo- 
cates State Ownership. 


Montreal, Aug. 25—The Monument 
National wae packed to the doors to- 
night by an audience which gathered 
to hear Kier Hardie; British Labor 
leader, Socialist and general agitator. 
He was dressed in his conventional 
style, w red tartan tie, negligee shirt 
and loose titting suit of homespun. In 
the course of an hour's talk, he dis- 
cussed trade unions, strikes, s#ocial- 
ism, governments, powers of land 
owners, combines and trusts. Aegvord- 
ing to Mr. Hardie the panacea for all 
forms of svcial and econemic evils is 
to be found in a combination of trade 
unionism and socialism, The present 
time is one of unrest, world-wide in 
ils ecope 

Undergoing Changes. 

“We have politicul and eocial chang. 
es not only in Western Europe and 
America, but in Eastern Europe and 
Asia,” sant Mr, Hardie, “Japan, 
China and India are awakening. Rus- 
sia, Persia and. Turkey have been 
granted parliaments. In. Great Bii- 
tain the most remarkable movement 
of the past ten years is that for wo- 
man’s emancipation, whieh is now 
going on 

““At the present time there wen, 46 
representatives of labor im the House 
oi Commons and in three years they 
had paséed the following. bills: es 
Dispute bill, which takes the funds. of 
unions outside of the law. courts; 
Workmen's Compensation act, a bill 
providing. free meals for destitute 
school children and an Old Age Pen- 
sions bill, All of these aets would 
fro down to history as famous bills of 
legislation, according to Mr. Hardie. 

The ideal of trade unionism was to 
weep aside the present organizations 


and substitute others of their own 
creating The labor movement in 
Great Britain was rapidly becoming 


socialistic in its tendency. Mr. Hardie 
defended socialism as a movement by 
which the land and the industrial at- 
igirs of the country were to be ae- 
quired by the public and used. for 
the common good and not ior private 
ends 

“Boeialism is the only remedy for 
the present poverty and Itunger of 
the world. Socialism stands for peace. 
It-is the only goal worth striving for,” 
said Mr. Hardie. 

Speaking of the C. P. R. strike, the 
speaker urged the members to. hold 
together, “A strike is a war and on 
the field o: battle the man who flees 
and deserts his comrades is a coward 
and « traitor, The same is true of the 
striker who goes to war.” He urged 
other union men to contribute to the 
upport of the étrikers and hinted 
that financial aid might come from 
the United States and Great Britain. 
If aid did not come the strikers could 
never resist the C. P. R.

T. Ballantyne, secretary of the Cah 
gary Y.M.C.A. and secretary of the Al- 
berta Amateur Athletic association has 
taken the Medicine Hat sports to task 
for wishing to violate the rules of the 
A.A.A.A. In a letter to the Calgary Al- 
bertan he says: “I notice by the sporting 
columns of today’s issue that Mr. Fidler | 
has received a letter from Medicine Hat 
inviting a Calgary team to compete in 
a busebal) tournament to be held in Sep- 
tember, and offering as first and second 
prizes purses of $150 and $75 respective- 
ly. As secretary of the Alberta Amateur 
Athletic association, it becomes my duty 
tp point out the danger to any individual 
of taking part in any competition where 
cash is the reward. The board of gover- 
nors of the above association are desirous 
of keeping any semblance of profession- 
alism from our sport, and te do that 
they must necessarily call attention to 
any violation of the amateur principle 
Sigh as this tournament proposes. 

“We hope that the Medicine Hat sports 
will see the folly of such a proposed 
course and decide to operate the affair 
for sport’s sake, not for money.” 


GETTING AFTER AMATEURS. 
Montreal, Aug. 26—The state into 
which so-called ‘amateur’ ‘ball has 


got itself in regard to amateurism has 
been a topic of conversation among 
sporting men for a long time. Recent- 
ly, however, the subject has received 
the attention of some of the men in 
authority, Before very long it will 
undoubtedly be sufticiently before the 
general public to warrant the applica- 
tion to it of the term, ‘fa real live 
topic.”

As a result I have no hesitation in say- 
ing that the company has fulfilled its 
in all respeets in a_ perfectly 
satisfactory manner. The plant has de- 
monstrated that it is capable of handling 
SO tons and upwards of refuse including 
manure, during each day of twenty-four 
hours at a very reasonable to the 
city, | may point out that almost all 
of the material reeeived is manure, 
which it appears the contract did not 
call for, It must be evident, however, 
that an incinerator to be of general util- 
ity im our city, must be eapable of con- 
uming manure, which for many years 
will have no commereial value, Fortun- 
ately this De Carie Incinerator has ab- 
undantly demonstrated its capacity as a 
destractor of manure,

imperfect as to regularity and manner 
of delivery and that this plant has de- 
stroyed up to, and even over its capacity 
and such disadvantageous conditions, is 
to me satisfactory evidence that the city 
has chosen a plant suitable to present re- 
quirements, ‘The future success of this 
plant will depend to a great extent on 
its management especially as regards the 
collecting of and deliv fo it our ma- 
terial in the most advantageoux man- 
ner, and | have no doubt, when this has 
been worked out, even better results will 
he obtained than those we have witness- 
ed under the conditions which existed 
during the last week, From my observa- 
tions | would expect under proper man- 
agoment as indicated above to. destroy 
all our output being reecived at the pres
